Another l>isj;rsic.eriil Scene in 
ilie Assciiihly. 

What follows will illuatrato tho difficul- 
ties which a premier in New South Wales 
has to encounter in tho luanageinent of 
public business. Just before parliament 
was prorogue^i MrS^' Inglis,, while apeak- 
ing in committee of supply upon ah esti- 
mate connected -.vith the department of 
public works, said: "I Btatu fearlessly 
that votsa have been bought and sold by 
these estimatea," and the Htatomont was 
followed by long oppoaition cheers. Sir 
Patrick Jcnning, rising from hia seat, said 
that the words were highly disorderly, 
and ought to be withdrawn, and tho chair- 
man oxproaaod himself aa sure that Mr. 
Inglis, Booing that ihu words were unpar- 
liamentary, would withdraw them. But 
JSIr. Inglia sliowod not tlie least dispobi- 
tion to withdraw them; and J\Ir. Uiirns, 
Mr. Wisdom, and Mr. Ijarrett conteHdecl 
that as the words objected,, to had not 
been taken down, Mr. Inglis could not be 
called to account for them. Then arose a 
spectaclu of disorder in which the chair- 
man appeared to bu utterly powerless, 
Mr. Wisilom emphatically and peraiatoiit- 
ly rofuaed to take hia seat at tln' chair- 
man's request, and defied the chairman's 
authority^ Oriea of ,',iOhi»|r" and "Sit 
down" had no effect whatever fn inducing 
hiiu to give way, and in rcjily to tho chair- 
man's repealed reciiioats, lie declared he 
would net resiimo li'i^ Hoat, and said, "I 
will defy tho chair," He did, however, 
temporarily rc^umo hia aeat, and then 
again and again arose and renewed his 
disorderly eonduot. The scene continued 
for some time, and it ended by Mr. Inglis 
being allowed to explain away the real 
moaning of his words. It is added that 
tho chairman considered the explanation 
which the hon. member made satisfaoT; 
tory, oven though the oppoaitio.n ap- 
plauded his innuendo. / . i'-;"'

TMB SEWEIiAQE PLEBISCITE. 

This matter has been bo froquoutly and 
exliiiuBtivoly discussetl of Ifite that we do 
not propo.so to cliiim ILo attontioii of read- 
ers lit Hiiy liMigth to-dii}-; but it is essential, 
to u proper iiuderBtaudiug of the quoHtion, 
that tho iniiin poiuta of tli(3 diaoUBHion 
should bo agiuu oxplaiued. In March, 
1885, the couuoil ovor wbiuh Mayor llithet 
80 ably and satiHfactorily preKided, Hub; 
milled the r^uestiou to the ratcpa3'erH,"ayo" 
or "no," for authority to goto tho oipenae 
of preparing plans for tho proper soworago 
of the city. The ratepayers voted in the 
idBarmative anil authorized an expenditure 
liiot exceeding $5,000 for the purpose. In 
December of the same year the council om- 
played MeBsni. I'ickeriug k Crompton of 
Whitehavon, to prepare tho uoceBsary pilnns. 
The senior moiuber of tho liriu arrived at 
Victoria in March following and upon his 
return to England prepart'd and sunt out 
eUboruta plana and speciticatioua of the 
proposed works. Upon the receipt of ttie 
plans the aeverage comniitteo uf tho 
ooundil — Mesara. Lipsutt, Robertson and 
, Higgins — set about preparing a scheme 
for Bubinisaion to tho riitopayers. At tlie 
outset they wore met with this difficulty: 
Although tho uiunicipalitica act confers 
on tho council tho power to proparo a 
scheme for aewerage it fails to confer tho 
authority to raise by special tax the funds 
'■^•neoenary to give the Boheme life. It was 
decided to ask tho legislature for the nec- 
esanry authority; but, before doing that, 

■ to aak tlio permiaaioii of the ratepayers to 
' approach the leglalaturo on the subject. 

This last step ia purely voluntary on the 
part of the mayor and council. Nowhere 
is the obligation to do so conferred by the 
muuioipalities act. It is true that a loan 
could not be contracted without the ex- 
press petmiaaion of the ratepayers; but 
there is nothing to prevent tho city cor- 
iporation from appealing directly to par- 
liament for authority to ask the loan. It 
will be seen, then, that the corporation 
have been and are actuated by a desire to 
consult the people upon every step they 
propose to take in this most important 
matter. If the people should withhold 
their aaaent to tho bylaw just paaaod by 
the Council there will be no appeal to the 
legislature. Nov, lupposing the 
' popular assent to be accorded and an en- 
abling bill passed by the legislature; there 
would yet be another roferenca to tho 
people for .luthority to create a 
loan of §.500,000, Tho people, it 
will be seen, are taken fully 
into the confidence uf tho mayor and 
oouiipih! . . There has been no attempt to 
hoodwink or deceive anyone. From first 
to last the greatest possible publicity has 
, been given to tho procoedingr. Tho ut- 
most care has been taken in tho prepara- 

■ -tionof the matter, and tho corporation is 
actuated only by a deairo to improve the 

raanitaiy , condition of the city jind so 

'"make viotoria the 'most ' attractive and 
vhqleaome place of residence on the 

...obast. We have no hesitation in siiying 
.that tho sanitary condition of tho mu- 

.-•nioipality is not satisfactory ; and although 
the evil is not as apparent at this season, 
when nature flushes drains and gutters 
and waters the streets, as in the summer 
when the exhalations from the slime and 
scum thai, gather on the surface of stag- 
nant pools poison tho atmosphere 
and render residenco in some dis- 
tricts almost unbearable. Still tho 
danger is - real and must constantly 

trow with the population. It is the 
oty of ratepayers to place the power now 
auced in the hands of the municipality, 
'We observe that an excellent morning con- 
tomporarj' bases his opposition to drainugo 
on tho assumed ground that tho works can 
never bo luado to j/ay tho intiirest on tho 
cost! Is not this r, novfl idea? By tho 
samn lino of rci'.soning would it not bo in 
order to oppose tho making of a street or 
the lajing of a sidewalk or tho building of 
a bridge because it would not pay interest? 
Yet if there were no streets or sidewalks 
,.wbat sort of a place would Victoria be to- 
day? And whoever beard of a road, strict, 
sidewalk or bridge paying interest on tho 
cost o( construction, unless a turnjiiko gate 
was thrown across it? Our contemporary 
should produce some more cogent reason 
for his opposition or abandon the contro- 
versy. 

THE RACE CRY. 

Before the Methodist missionary meet- 
ing in Toronto recently. Rev. L, N. 
Beaudry, of Montreal, created a sensa- 
tion by biinging up the Catholic tjuoslion 

'again, and the ru^id increase of the 
French Oanadians. Mr. Beaudry, in the 
oourKe of his address, said there were to- 
day 2,000,000 Roman Catholics in Can- 
ada, which ia nearly one-half the entire 
population.' The growth of tho French 
Oanadiun Burpaasod anything on this con- 
tinent In addition to those in tho pro- 
vince of Quebec there were 150,000 
scattered throughout Ontario and 1,00U,- 
000 in the United States, The avoragu 
ndmberof children to a French Can tdian 

! family was iiftjon, while that of an Eng- 
lish family was about throe. What did 
this moan i It meant that in twenty 
five years the French-Canadian people of 
the country would bo in a majority. 
Protestantisin was on the declino in Que- 
bec. Where a few yeira ago there were 
to bo aool) a fair sprinkling; of J'roteatant 
churcliua there wore harcily any to-day, 
and wliy i Because there was fewer peo- 
ple to attend thoni, TIio French Cana- 
dians were crowding the English out of 
the province. His conviction was that 
they wore coming face to face with a 
political problem such as Canada had 
never met. 

DISTRESSED LONDON. 

A navvy, writing to tho London Times, 
says that hu has been out of work for four 
weeks, looking vainly every day for a 
job. As to skilled artisans he states there 
are 12,000 men belonging to tho Amalga 
mated Engineers now out of work, and 
every trade union has a largo proportion 
of its members aigning tho unemployed 
list. "I am sure," ho continues, "from 
what I see as I go round lookii^j for work, 



there are tens of thousands of honett men, 
skilled and unskilled, in London to-day 
who would bo only too glad to lake a job 
of work to-morrow morning if thoy could 
get ona. Their families are atarviog; and 
those worst ofif generally do not com- 
plain." In a communication to the gov- 
ernment the boiler makers' and iron ship- 
builders of New^astle on-Tynu, state that 
"there are at this present moment tons of 
thousands of honest, industrious men, 
who, with their familiea aro almo.st starv- 
ing throuj^h wantj of work." In that 
society alone there have been on an aver- 
age 8,000 unemployed men out of a tutil 
of 28,000 during the past three years. 
Surely freo-tradors will acknowledge that 
there ia nothing liko this state of things to 
be found in Canada. 



Cassiar District.. 

To THE EuiTOlt: — Wo roeidcnta of the 
Northwest coast of tho province aro em- 
braced In Cassiar district. Some yeara 
ago, when the district was (irst organized, 
tho centre of capital, and population was 
at the gold mines. Those mines were 
ephemeral in their character, and as the 
gold was extracted tho population van- 
ished, carrying the capital with them. 
At this writing I do not think there are 
fifty white people in the minea. This 
meagre number ia boing depleted by every 
arrival from the north. While tho popu- 
lation at-the diggings is deoreaaing that 
on the coast is growing; and 'it has he- 
come a Btiinding joke hereabouts that 
while our interoata aro intruatod to tho 
Kolo caro of a constable — and an r.nti- 
govorninont partisan, at that! — the civil 
establishment at the diggings consists of a 
gold commissioner, tvyo constables and a 
messenger. What I want to say. is that 
if it is the intention of the government 
to continue to maintain an .e.xlonaivo stalT 
of ofliciala at aomo place in tliia diiitricl, 
that plaoo should be Port Siinpaou or 
Skeenamouth. This is a lai-ge and im- 
proving neighborhood, while Cariboo is 
decaying. If one constable can enforce 
order here certainly it cannot require a 
commissioner, two constables and a mes- 
senger to sustain the majesty of the law 
at the diggings, where tho populaliun is 
moat insignitioant. Naa».

tho KOutiment of the Metlakahtlaus cou- 
eerning Mr, Duncan and tho projected emi- 
gration but having just returned from tho 
N, W, const, where 1 took pains to discover 
tho real state of the Indians' feeliu;,'s, I can 
state positively that you have boon led 
astray.

— Tho Jour- 
nal de St, Petersburg says tho offbr of 
tho Bulgarian throne to I'rinco Kordiiiand 
of Saxo-Uohourg-(iutha reported to havo 
been made by tho Bulgarian deputation, 
which is now viaitiiig Viaiuja, could not 
havo been made seriously. "The depu- 
tation," says the journal, "had no autho- 
rity to offer the Bulgarian throne, and it 
is doubtful if anybotiy v\-oald accept the 
throne under such circumstances. It 
may be," suya tins paper, "tlut the 
deijutatioii tuado tho ollVr tentatively nii 
tliu part of thu prciont dictators of Bul- 
garia in order to throw out the idea that 
they mean to continue to make demon- 
strations against Russia. Tho reckless 
aesertion that no power would oijpoae tho 
oloetioii of I'rinco Ferdinand to the Bul- 
garian throne ia unworthy of discussion."

AUSTRIA,

the Russian Rmbassador hero, refusing to 
couutouanoe the candidacy of Prince Ferdi- 
nand of Saxe-Coburg-Gothii for the throne 
of Bulgaria. 

KCiVI'T. 

Caiuo, Dec. 17. — In consequouoo of 
roproHeutatiuus mady by Franco, England 
has asked tho British agent at Aden to ox- 
plain the motive he had in removing the 
French flag at Dongarita, in ^omauha, the 
place being in territory over which both 
England and France claim a j^roteotorate. 
Both powers had agreed to maintain the 
stofu ^uo pending the setttemeni of their 
dispute. ' 

G-ERMANY, 
Beulin, Deo. 17. — Tho commission nn 
tho military bill to day cnncludud the do- 
bato on the liral reading 'if tho meanuro. 
t)ii tho proposal lioiiig m.ido that the com- 
iiiiasion adjourn until after tho holidays, 
Cleii. Von Schollendorf, iiiiiiistor of war, 
demanded that thu debate on the scooud 
reading be begun to-day. ' The oonsem- 
tive and national liberals were opposea to 
adjourning, while the niombera of tho 
contro and progruasioniats favorod ad- 
jouriim-jnt. During the dobulu (!on. Von 
Scholloiidorf declared that it was impos- 
sihlo to acoopt tho bill us moduiud by 
yesterday's vote. 'J'he motion to hold 
the sitting to morrow was rejected by a 
vote of six to twolvo, and it was decided 
to leave to tho proaidont of tho coinmia- 
sioii tlui suiiimuiiing of the next ineuling. 
This decision is tantamount to an adjourn- 
ment until after the holidays. The 
liiiiguago of Yun Sohellendorf was firm, 
displaying no shadow of oompromiao.

Astronomical iiervice. 

OrrAWi, December 8.— Otto J; Klotz, 
who ia in charge of the Dominion Astro- 
nomical service, arrived in this city this 
morning from Winnipeg, to which point 
ho had completed hia work from the Pa, 
cific. He will reaume in the spring. Ho 
commenced his survey in 1885 at Seattle, 
Washington territory, this point being 
chosen as the nearer of only two on the 
Pacific, tho longitude of which from 
Greenwich had been accurately deter- 
mined by astronomical survey. Honce 
he worked norttieatt ostabliahing aa- 
tronoinical stations in Rritiah Col- 
umbia and along the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway line. The survey will be 
continued to the Atlantic coast. Mr. 
Klotz says he has traversed every trans- 
continental lino of railway in North 
America from Mexico upward, but not a 
single one will compare with the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway. It is true the Den- 
ver & Rio Grande, has some magnificent 
scenery, but its extent is Cut small com- 
pared to the COO thiles of mountain 
grandeur which forms a continuoua pic- 
ture from Calgary to tho coaht. He 
ascertained the heighta of thu nioro 
prominent peaks along the Canadian 
Pacific railway to be as follows: Mount 
Stephen, 5,473 above railway and 10,523 
above the sea; Mount Burgesa. 7,091 feet 
above the sea; Mount Field, 8,55-1 foot; 
Mount Devollo, 9,321; Mount King, 8, 
870 foot; Mount Sir Donald, 10, ti-15 leit; 
iMouiit Klotz,8,57G; Mount McArthur,8,- 
057; Mount Carroll, 9,440; Mount Her- 
mit, U,0G3 feet above the sea, . Mount 
Sir Donald, which is the highest on the 
Iniu, is 0,080 fest above the railway.!
